WV Robert Hume ds declare, 73 the 
fear of the All-ſeeing, Heart-ſearch- 
ing God, concerning Suſannah Arch, 
whom I have known for ſeveral Tears, 4s 
followeth, viz. 
I. She was, to my Kpowlede, grie- 
wvouſly afflicted with an Aſthma, common» 
ly called a Ptyſick; yea I have ſeen her 


ſcarce able to'go along the Street ſo faſt 


as a Child of two Tears old. When her 
Husband was ill of the Sickneſs where- 
of he died, if ſhe went but croſs the 
Chamber, ſhe would pant like one almoſt 
expiring, inſomuch that I thought (be 
was more like to die than he: and ſo 


ſhe commonly was in the Winter, eſpe- 


cially in ſuch Weather ws increaſes that 
Diſtemper.

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T have got here? IT anſwered, It i« a Le- 
proſy (for ſo I think it was indeed, ac- 
cording to the Deſcription of the beſt Au- 
thors) : Ay, ſays ſhe, ſo every Body tells 
me, for I have been at the Hoſpital, and 
they all ſay ſo of it, and tell me there 
is wo Cure for it. IT adviſed her to go 
to Dottor Clark, to hear whag, he would 
ſay of it. In alittle time after ſhe came 
and told me, ſhe had ſhowed it to Dr. 
Clark, and that he was of the ſame Opt- 
n10z with the reſt, however deſiredigo ſpeak 
with me abont i#t : I went to him, but do 
not puntitually remember what he. ſaid, 
but this I remember, that he look'd upon 
it tobe avery ſad difficult Caſe; ſo that 
T all along took it for granted that he 
look'd upon it tobe a Leproly, and that 
there was no Hope of Cure, for he or- 
dered nothing for her. 

Now as to theſe Matters T do further 
aeclare ;
